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1, In the suburban areas of “rakow, nanely Rakowice, Olaza, Cayzyny, and 'orlla, 
the necessary private property has been nationalized, including private resi- 
denees, In this area the Poles, under Soviet direction, have been the con~ 
struction of an enormous industrial center which will include iron foundries 
and factories for the manufacture of artillery and tanka, 


2. The headquarters office which is directing this project is located at tha 
_ address Aleja 3 Maja, formerly Oleaniry. 


3. Actual construction work has berun on’ six large barrack-type buildinzs to be 
used as housing facilities for the workers. Also all vater mains have been 
inid and the preliminary excavations have been made for the main buildine of 
the rroject. It is estimated tat 20,000 Polish workers will eventually be 
enployed here and a large number of Russian laborers are arriving daily as 
construction vorkers.
